CommMIssIONERS’ REPORT. 





To the Inhabitants of Merrimack County: 


According to the Public Statutes, Chapter 30, we submit 
the Commissioners, Treasurer and Superintendent of the Farm 
and House of Correction, Clerk of the Supreme Court, Sheriff, 
Jailor and Jail Physician, Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chap- 
lain and Auditors Reports from January 1, 1896, to January 1, 
1897. 

While we have tried to run the business of the county in an 
economical way, we have not lost sight of the fact that 
the worthy poor away from the farm, as well as at the 
farm, should be properly fed and clothed, and the best of care 
given them during sickness, and we believe that the citizens of 
Merrimack county will uphold us in so doing. 

The year of 1896 has been the worst for many years for the 
poorer class of people, and has necessitated a greater expense 
to the county. Many families who have never before been 
aided by the town or county, have been compelled to call for 
help temporarily, either to have their house rent guaranteed by 
the county, or an order on the groceryman for provisions, or 
wood and coal furnished, and in many cases where there were 
large families of children and the father out of employment, we 
have found it absolutely necessary to furnish all. 

There has also been a large overflow of poor people who 
had no residence in town or county, and as there are no pro- 
visions for the support of such people, other than to dispose of 
them according to the best judgment of the Commissioners, we 
have done this in all cases to the best of our ability, and made 
the expenses of the county as little as was possible.

The miscellaneous account has increased from the fate of 
having to pay the county delegation for an extra session, and 
also the coronor’s inquest after the railroad accident in Con- 
cord on Ferry street. 

It is the opinion of the Commissioners that a new building 
should be built at the farm to be used for a house of correction, 
all prisoners now sent to the farm under sentence by the Police 
Court are quartered among the inmates of the institution, and 
are fed with them at the same tables. The Commissioners be- 
lieve this is wrong, and that the rights of the worthy poor peo- 
ple should be protected, and we also believe that the taxpayers 
of Merrimack county will agree with us. 

The sewer pipes for the asylum were formerly two inch, and 
were continually giving the attendants trouble. The Commis- 
sioners had the same relayed with four inch pipe, and feel jus- 
tified, in the satisfactory results reached, although it made a 
cost to the county of about five hundred dollars. 

The financial condition of the county is fully explained in 
the treasurer’s report, and the list of expenditures for which 
money has been expended. 

The Commissioners feel under great obligations to Mr. and 
Mrs. Hitton, superintendent and matron, for the interest they 
have at all times manifested in the good and welfare of the in- 
mates, and for the good management of every department con- 
nected with the farm. To their untiring efforts and never 
ending watchfulness is due the success of a well kept institu- 
tion. The farm never before in its history has been known to 
yield such crops as it has for the last two years. 

And to all our faithful employes we wish to extend our sin- 
cere thanks for the able manner in which they have discharged 
the duties pertaining to their various posititions.

In conclusion I would say that, although the cost of support 
per week is larger for the whole year than during the previous 
nine months, yet it is not so large as for the whole of last year. 
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It would have reached over $2.50 in 1895 if the whole twelve 
months had been reckoned in. It has made quite an additional 
expense, to say nothing of the trouble, to make clothes and 
send them to these absent children that the commissioners were 
obliged to hire boarded away under the present law. We 
have had an unusually large number of feeble ones to take care 
of during the year; many of them being very old and requiring 
little extras in the shape of delicacies to tempt their appetites, 
and many other things. We have deemed it our duty to pro- 
vide whatever seemed necessary for their comfort in all ways 
during the little while they had to live. We think the tax- 
payers, in the main, will justify us in doing this, although at- 
tended with extra expense. To the many who have contribu- 
ted flowers, fruit, confectionery and reading matter for the 
pleasure and entertainment of the inmates we desire to returm 
thanks ; also to the many people who have visited the institu- 
tion and its inmates. All of these things serve to break the 
monotony of their lives, leaving a pleasant remembrance of 
glimpses from the outside world. 

To our assistants we extend thanks and assure them we ap- 
preciate their willingness to perform whatever was required of 
them.

VAILOR’S REPORT. 





To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit the report of the number 
of prisoners confined in Merrimack County Jail since the last 
report of January 1, 1896, as shown by the records of the jail:

From the time the jail was entrusted to my care until the 
present, | am pleased to be able to report that we have had no 
serious cases of insubordination among our prisoners, and there 
has been no escapes from the institution. 

I desire to render my grateful acknowledgements to the jail 
physician for the prompt manner in which he has responded 
to all calls, and through his co-operation and _ skilful services 
am able to report that we have had no serious illness among 
the prisoners. 
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I renew my recommendation of one year ago that a chaplain 
be appointed for the jail, and that a moderate sum be appro- 
priated to remunerate him, tothe end that those persons under 
confinement may receive proper religious instruction. 

I also take this method of calling your attention to the con- 
dition of the fences about the county land at the jail. These 
fences were built many years ago, and more than half of them 
are rotted and prostrate, while the remainder are fast ap- 
proaching the same condition. This renders the appearance 
of the county property extremely untidy, and has excited much 
just adverse criticism from the public, and I would respectfully 
reconimend that they be put in proper repair. 

I would also call attention to the insecurity of the locks now 
in use at the jail, which was placed there many years ago, at 
the time the jail was built, and are now insecure and should 
be replaced,

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Report of JAIL PHysicIAN. 





To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


Considerable attention has been given to the inmates of the 
jail during the past year. At the same time it has been free 
from troublesome epidemic, although the prisoners have been 
gathered from places open to grave suspicion of contagion, no 
death has occurred. The illnesses have been those peculiar 
to this class of individuals. It has been noticed that they de- 
mand the services of the physician frequently during the first 
few weeks of incarceration. The disorders appearing at this 
time being the natural consequences of habits pursued in the 
recent past. Ina short time the enforced rest and wholesome 
food works a change so that when the prisoner leaves he has 
improved remarkably in physical condition and personal ap- 
pearance. It would be vastly more satisfactory if the moral 
sphere improved as much, but such is usually not the case. 
They frequently are returned as the penalty of continuing in 
crime. Another interesting disorder, which is distinct enough 
to be characteristic, is noticed occurring as the time for dis- 
charge from jail draws near. The prisoner develops a highly 
nervous condition, is often ‘‘sick a bed,” refusing food and 
suffering from insomnia. This mental condition disappears 
immediately upon dismissal. 
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A case of acute melancholia marked by suicidal intend oc- 
curred in the fall. An Italian, never before in jail, arrested 
for begging, thought his doom was sealed and endeavored to 
anticipate the evil day by beating his head against the walls of 
his cell. Although not succeeding, his wounds were of such 
a nature as to cause great concern for his life. He made a 
good recovery and regained his reason. 

The family of the jailor and the deputies at the jail have 
have shown a consideration for their charges that has materi- 
ally contributed to the successful work of the physican. It is 
sate to remark that no similar institution can show. a better 
record, as touching the physical condition of the prisoners, 
then this one has had during the past year.

GENTLEMEN :—In compliance with the requirement of the 
statutes of the State, I herewith submit as my report a summa- 
rized account of my transactions as solicitor since my last re- 
port, together with such recommendations, as in my judgment, 
the public good requires. 

The Grand Jury has returned one hundred and ten (110) 
indictments, enumerated as follows:

Thirteen of the respondents have been sentenced to state 
prison for terms ranging from one year and a day to six years ; 
five have been sentenced to jail for various terms, and one to 
the asylum for the insane. 

The county has been interested in but two civil causes dur- 
ing the past year, one a suit brought against it by the Law and 
Order League to recover a moity of fines received from prose- 
cutions for violations of the prohibitory law, which suit is, I 
am informed, now pending; the other a disputed pauper 
claim, which is yet unsettled.
